Already crops are damaged and veg- 
etation withered and ruined in many parts 
of the middle and Western States, which have 
felt the greatest force of the sun’s fury. 
The scorching heat prevails also in Illinois, 
Iowa, Nebraska, Indiana, Ohio, and in other 
States contiguous to those there is little 
difference. 
A communication was sent from Macon to 
Governor A. M. Dockery of Missouri today, 
asking that he set apart a day in the immed- 
late future, proclaiming a day of humiliation 
and prayer, requesting everybody to meet 
at some place of worship and join in prayer 
for rain, that the calamity of further 
drought may be averted. 
The suggestion for enlisting executive 
action was made by the Rev. George W. 
Sharp, a well-known preacher of North 
Missouri, whose home is at Kirksville. The 
Rev. Mr. Sharp is confident that this is the 
appropriate thing to do to secure relief in 
time. He cares nothing for weather 
prophets or the situation of planets. “ All 
things are possible with God,“ he says. 

One Notable Instance. 
„One of the most notable instances in re- 
sponse to public prayer occurred in May, 
1875. The early spring found a large portion | 
of the State threatened with the plague of 
grasshoppers. As the season advanced they 
became more numerous, and when a high 
wind came along great swarms of them were 
blown against the houses and barns like 
drifts of snow. 
“They ate up all the green et tem over 
which they swarmed. . 
“Governor Charles H. Hardin issued a 
proclamation for a day of prayer to be ob- 
served about the 28th of May. It is an his- 
torical fact that from that day the pests be- 
gan leaving the State, and that summer as 
fine crops were raised in the portions in- 
fected by the grasshoppers as were ever pro- 
duced in the State.“ 
It is said the moving cause in inducing Gov- 
ernor Hardin to make his famous grasshop- 
per proclamation was a sermon preached 
the Sunday before by the Rev. Matthew Pat- 
ton, an old Presbyterian minister of Macon. 


Conditions in Missouri Serious. 
The conditions in Missouri at present are 
serious. All hope of a corn crop is extin- 
guished and stock raisers are shipping their 
cattle to other States for feed and water.

It is declared that such 
privilege has been denied not only toa repre- 
sentative of the Italian Consul but of the 
Austrian Consul. 
That the State department is inclined to 
take the view that is held by the Italian Con- 
sul is shown in the letter to Governor Dur- 
bin, who is agked to take what action he 
deems best under the circumstances to aid 
a friendly government.“ 
Governor Durbin was not prepared to say 
last evening what course he would pursue 
should the Wabash company not be disposed 
to grant admittance to the hospital, but he 
expressed the belief that when the grievance 
was submitted to the proper railroad officials 
the trouble would be adjusted at once.

UNIFORM WAGES ASSURED. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 11.—[{Special.)—A con- 
ference of three constituent companies of the 
United States Steel corporation and the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel, and 
Tin Workers, held today at the Hotel Lin- 
coln, is believed to have resulted in a decided 
victory for the workers and a compromise 
agreement ending the strike is expected be- 
fore the week ends. 

It was authoritatively stated after the ses- 
sion that the companies represented offer to 
sign the Amalgamated, scale for all the plants 
and make the wages uniform for the various 
kinds of work in all mills they operate, but 
decline to unionize the plants that have been 
operated for years as non-union. They de- 
clare it would be unfair to the men to force 
them into the organization if they do not de- 
sire to join. They also are willing to concede 
the right to the Amalgamated officials to 
enter the mills and organize the men, but will 
Object to compulsion. 


Proposal Refused by Workers. 

This proposition of the manufacturers was 
discussed most of the day, the representa- 
tives of the workmen, however, flatly refus- 
ing to entertain it, and they insisted on their 
cld demand that the companies must sign the 
scale for all their mills, union and non-union. 

The conference adjourned this evening and 
will meet again tomorrow morning.

‘It is said that the value of the coins was 


credited upon the books of the Seventh Na- 


tional, the actual amount being $964,230. 80 


far as call be learned this sum mysteriously 
vanished. 

The gold coins, which were in 25 peseta and 
20 franc pieces, were sent to the Assay office, 
where they were found to be of the value of 
$964,230, and a check for this amount was 
given to Neely. This sum, it is gaid, was 
placed to Neely’s credit on the Seventh Na- 
tional books. 

Receiver Raynor said today he could not 
tell what had become of this money or if it 
had been received. 

Mr. Raynor would not deny the statement 
that the money had once been in the bank, 
but added that he could not at this time give 
any definite information. 

A Washington dispatch, referring to the 
story, says: 

„The money was due to the United States 
from the Island of Cuba on account of post- 
office money orders drawn in Cuba and paid 
in this country. It appears that Neely 
brought the money to New York on an army 
transport under guard from Havana. The 
Subtreasury at New York refused to receive 
it and receipt for the full face value of the 
money, because it was all in Spanish and 
French coin. 

“Then Neely carried his burden to the 
Seventh National Bank, where, after it had 
remained a week, it was bought at bullion 
value. The discount amounted to about 
$1,700. 

“Superintendent Metcalf of the money 
order division of the Postoffice department 
said today that he remembered the transac- 
tion well, and thought at the time that 
Neely’s conduct was suspicious. Mr. Met- 
calf says he telegraphed Neely every day for 
A week or more to sell the foreign coins at 
bullion value to the best and highest bidder 
and cover the proceeds into the Subtreasury 
at New York. Finally Neely obeyed instruc- 
tions to the extent of disposing of the coin 
and getting a receipt from the Subtreasurer 


for the amount stated.“

TRAIN DROPS THROUGH BRIDGE. 


ture Over Eighty-Foot Ravine— 
Crushed: Under Stone. 


Springfield, Pa., July 11.—Nine men were 


killed as the result of the collapse of a 
Nickel Plate bridge at Springfield, Pa., to- 
day while a construction train was passing 
over the structure. The bridge was being 
repaired. When the locomotive and the cars 
went down a gang of Italian laborers, work- 


ing beneath, were caught in the wreck. Seven 
of the Italians were killed instantly and a 
number of others badly injured. P. A. Moore 


of Conneaut, the conductor, and George 


Swartz also were killed. 

The wrecked bridge is seven miles east 
of Conneaut, O. It spanned a gully eighty 
feet deep. The bodies of the dead men have 
been taken to Conneaut. 

The bridge was thought unsafe and the 
laborers were filling in the ravine which it 
spanned. The train had backed on to the 
bridge. Three cars loaded with broken rock 


were standing on the span, ready to be 


dumped. Conductor Moore was on one of 
the cars, while the workmen were waiting 
underneath to level the stone as it was 
dropped, when the bridge gave way. The 
three cars were hurled into the gully. Into 
the midst of the workmen the train-tumbled 
and many were crushed into shapeless 
masses. 
Fifteen minutes before the bridge collapsed 
a heavy passenger train had rushed over it.

The hot winds which have done so much 
damage in Kansas have been equally mis- 
chievous in Missouri, which is a great corn- 

State. Corn, oats, potatoes, and 
hay have suffered greatly. Corn is not 
faring so badly in Nebraska, but the loss 
in potatoes will be considerable. 

The farmers will be the first by 
these bad crops. The railroads will be 
the next losers, for they will have less 
freight to carry than they had reckoned on. 
Finally, the consumers of foodstuffs will 
suffer, for they will have to pay more for 
them. Thus the people of Chicago will 
be a little out of pocket by reason of the 
scorching winds which are blasting erdps in 
the Southwest. 


THE ALTON RAILROAD DIS R. 
Contrary to the usual experience, the 
death list resulting from the collisidn on 
the Alton railroad on Wednesday morning 
increases with each fresh report. Nineteen 
persons are now dead and over forty have 
been injured seriously, some of whom may 
die. It is the worst railroad disaster of the 
year, the other most serious ones being a 
collision on the Camden and Amboy rail- 
road in February, by which eleven were 
killed and thirty injured, and a derailment 
on the Wabash railroad in June, which re- 
sulted in killing thirteen persons and ur- 
ing thirty. 
For the last two or three years the rail · 
roads of the country have been singularly 
free from accidents of magnitude, which is 
@ testimonial to the efficiency of modern 
safety appliances as well as to rased 


skill and precaution in operation. It is not 
likely that trains can ever be tun with com- 
plete immunity from disasters, but in the 
present conditions of the science of operat- 
ese 


ing railroads it is possible to reduce t 
disasters to the minimum and to place 
oceurrence outside the pale of human re- 


indication, nine times out of ten, of 
lessness. This has been true of every seri- 
ous accident heretofore this year, a 
present one is no exception. 

Unusual precautions should have n 
taken in this case, for, owing to the heavy 
travel caused by the return of Epworth 
leaguers, the train in question was running 
in three sections westward-bound. The 
conductor of a freight train eastward- 
bound had explicit orders to meet the sec- 
ond section at a given station, but, with the 
knowledge that the first section was fifty- 
five minutes behind time and had not 
passed, the freight kept on its way and a 
collision occurred between two trains run- 
ning at a high rate of speed, resulting in the 
fatalities already mentioned, besides the ut- 
ter destruction of the passenger train and 
the loss of much of the freight by fire. The 
men in charge of the freight train were 
clearly at fault. Their gross carelessness 
led to the killing and maiming of many peo- 
ple, but they cannot be punished. The en- 
gineer, the fireman, and the conductor are 
among the dead, victims of their own n 
gence, but this does not lessen the serious 
character of the disaster, nor can it le 


sélves as ready to atone for the past by liv- 
ing correct lives in the future. Perbaps, like 
Mr. Logan, they have decided that after 50 
it is time to retire from business.

THE YOUNGER BROTHERS PARO 
* vw parole granted to the Younger broth- 
by the State Pardon board of Minnesota 
is an interesting incident in the criminal 
annals of the West. The two brothers, 
Thomas and James, have been in the peni- 
tentiary twenty-five years, having been con- 
victed of robbery and murder and sentenced 
for life. The third brother, also sentenced 
for life, died in prison. Thomas is 57 years of 
age, James 51. Their lives divide into two 
periods. The first begins as far back as the 
civil war. As boys they were guerrillas, as 
young men they were bandits, and for ten 
years were engaged in murder and robbery. 
Justice at last overtook them and a quarter 
of a century, the second period of their lives, 
was passed behind prison doors, : 
That these two men are now free shows 
how easy it is for the public to forget cri 
and to regard criminals with complacency. 
When these two men were sentenced, after 
a criminal career which was exceptional for 
its defiance of law and disregard of human 
life and property rights, no one would have 
believed that they would ever walk out of 
the Stillwater prison free men, even though 
they came of a respectable and influential 
family and had strong friends. These 
friends have worked for their pardon more 
than twenty years. They have had infiu- 
ence enough to secure the passage of the 
law under which parole was possible and to 
induce the State Board of Pardons to apply 
that law for the release of the two brothers, 
The Youngers now enter upon the third 
period of their eventful lives.

T is a grandson of the late John Jay of 
New York, who was formerly Unit 
States Minister to Austria, who has been 


von Schweinitz, I wonder how it is that none 
of his obituaries refers to his sensational ar- 
rest and to the odd manner in which he made 
the acquaintance of the late Prince Bis- 
ma He was at the time A. D. C. to Emper- 
or Frederick, then Crown Prince of Prussia. 
Unzer Frits,“ as every, one is aware, 
strongly resented the unconstitutional meas- 
ures which Prince Bismarck, owing to parlia- 
mentary obstruction, found himself com- 
pelled to adopt shortly prior to the war with 
Austria. His views were suddenly published 
in extenso in the London Times, and their 
appearance created an immense sensation 
throughout Europe. ' 
Bismarck was terribly incensed, deciaring 
that it was impossible to conduct the govern- 
ment of Prussia under such circumstances, 
and, as old Emperor William would not per- 
mit any disciplinary measures to be adopted 
with regard to the heir to the throne, the 
Chancellor made up his mind to wreak 
vengeance with that member of the Prince's 
entourage who had arranged for the publica- 
tion of the Prince's views in the London 
Times. Inquiry led him to believe that Von 
Schweinitz was the culprit, and accordingly 
he resolved on summary measures. 
Von Schweinitz was arrested on an order 
of the military Governor General of Berlin, 
General von Steinmetz, while traveling from 
Berlin to Danzig, and brought back under a 
strong military guard to the capital, after 
being deprived of his sword. Fortunately 
both the King and the Chancellor resolved 
to personally examine him, with the object 
of discovering the exact degree of responsi- 
bility of the Crown Prince for the publication 
in the London Times, and so extremely favor- 
able was the impression which he created 
upon both one and the other that they not 
only acquitted him of all blame for the Times’ 
publication, but likewise determined that 
he was an officer for work of a dip- 
lomatic character. 
Immediately afterwards he was sent as 
military attaché to St. Petersburg, and it 
was in no small measure due to his work 
there that the court of Russia abstained from 
any ifiterference in behalf of Austria and 
of the minor German states during the war 
of 1866. Indeed, his fortune may be said to | 
have dated from the time of his arrest and 
interview with Bismarck. With all that he 
remained the warm and trusted friend of Em- 
peror Frederick, which in itself constitutes 
the most striking proof of the falsity of those 
stories, at one time current at the court of 
Berlin. g to which the gallant 
Schaveinits had owed the favor and confi- 
dence of Bismarck to the fact that he had 


betrayed Emperor Frederick.

ess of Talleyrand and of Sagan. But at the 
last moment the match was broken off, owing 
to the refusal of the Czar’s widow, who has 
developed traits of the most sordid avarice, 
to make any provision for the young couple 
otherwise than in the form of an allowance 
dependent upon her caprice and pleasure. 
Yet the widowed Princess Juriewska is 
colossally rich, Emperor Alexander II. hav- 
ing prior to his death invested a sum esti- 
mated at $25,000,000 in England for her. bene- 
fit, and for that of her children by him. 
—— 

That the Duke of Chaulnes should wed a 
Russian Princess is strange. And it is still 
more strange that any Russian Princess 
should be found willing to marry a nobleman 
bearing the title of Duke of Chaulnes. For 


the father of the present Duke, who 
bore identically the same title, mar- 
ried Princess Sophie Galitzin, who, 
after being treated in the most abomi- 


nable manner by his family, both prior to his 
death, but more especially afterwards, and 
after being deprived of her children and 
turned adrift without resources, died of want 
in one of the most poverty stricken quarters 
of the French capital. Indeed, there are few 
more pitiable or disgraceful stories than that 
of the lovely Princess Sophie Galitzin, one 
of the most beautiful women of her day, who 
was innocent of everything beyond mere co- 
quetry and indiscretion, and who succumbed 
to the most cruel persecution at the hands 
of her husband’s relatives, who were preju- 
diced against her on account of her being a 
foreigner, prominent among them in this 
respect being her husband’s aged mother, 
the stern and fanatic old Duchess of Chev- 
reuse. 

The head of the family to which the young 
Duke de Chaulnes belongs is his first cousin, 
the Duke de Luynes, who is honorary chief 
of the household of the Duke of Orleans. It 
was at his mansion in Paris that the Pre- 
tender was arrested some ten years ago, 
when, in defiance of the law of banishment 
in existence against him, he came to Paris 
under the pretext of fulfilling that military 
duty which every French citisen is obliged 
to accomplish. The Duke de Luynes’ father 
was killed in action during the war of 1870, 
and his mother, who a few years ago spent 
@ season at Newport with her two children, 
is a daughter of the old Duke de la Roche- 
foucauld-Doudeauville, who achieved so 
mucir distinction by returning from London 
to Paris for the special purpose of proclaim- 
ing himself a Royalist, and his allegiance to 
the then legitimist Pretender, the Count de

bassador of the French republic to the court 
of St. James.

The decision of the Scotch courts that the 
late Sir William Brooks was not a Scotch- 
man, but an Englishman, disposes of the 
claims of the widowed Lady Brooks, and of 
Sir William’s daughter, the Marchioness of 
Huntly, to a share in his large estate, 
amounting to some $20,000,000 or more. Had 
it been possible to prove Sir William a Scotch- 
man, his widow would under Scotch law have 
been entitled to the third of his entire for- 
tune, while Lady Huntly, as one of his chil- 
dren, would have been entitled to the half 
of another third of the entire estate. As it 
is now, Lady Brooks must content herself 
with the $7, a year assured to her by her 
marriage ttlement, while Lady Huntly 
gets nothing at all, the entire property going 
to the son of her younger sister, young Ean 
Cecil, son of the late Lord Francis Cecil, and 
at present heir to his uncle, the Marquis of 
Exeter, who married the other day. 

The decision of the courts seems to be a 
sort of irony of fate, for old Sir William’s one 
dream of life was to be considered a Scotch 
chieftain in spite of his humble origin, and 
while Lord and Lady Huntly are virtually 
penniless, young Ean Cecil, now serving in 
south Africa, is already rich without his 
grandfather's millions.

WESTERN TRAFFIC. 
Trunk Line Committee Will Meet Today 
When It Is Thought Some Agreement 
Will Be Made to Prevent Catting— 
Chicago Great Western Alone Mar 
Hold Out—Union Pacific Seeking Air 
Line Through Wyoming—Big Four 
Annual Report. 


The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Ye ran - 
road yesterday afternoon officially an- 
nounced that the eut rates scheduled to go 
into effect on the Chicago-Missourt River 
division of its system had been withdrawn. 
Regular rates were restored and notices to 
this effect were telegraphed to the princi- 
ple agents in the territory affected. Printed 
Instructions also will be sent out by the 
company. 

This is the first definite move to end the 
Western freight rate war, which has been 
a fierce one while it lasted. The rating dis- 
turbance threatened the earnings of twen- 
ty-six roads, and brought forth a strong 
remonstrance from Wastern financial and 
banking interests, At the meeting of the 
Western Trunk Line committee today it is 
„expected that an agreement to maintain 
rates will be made, and a working plan for a 
physical “Aivision of traffic at all competitive 
points laid out. 

The only road in doubt is the Chicago Great 
Western, and the indications are that it will 
continue to operate on an independent basis, 
At a conference of officials of Western lines 

yesterday little attention was paid to the 
Chicago Great Western. It was conceded 
that it would be desirable to have the road 
proposed agreement to divide the 
business in the Missouri River ter- 
ritory, but there was little disposition to 
make any great concession. The road, ac- 
cording to traffic officials, is entitled to 2 per 
cent of all business at full rates, while it 
asks 8 per cent. Just now it is getting 16 
per cent of the business at cut rates. 


Morton Hopes for Peace. 

Vice President Paul Morton of the Santa 
Fé declined to go into particulars of the 
withdrawal of the propoged rate schedule. 
He said, however, that he hoped to see fair 
and equitable rates maintained by all the 
roads. 

An official of the Chicago Great Western 
said the demoralization in rates had been 
to officials of the road and it 
was hoped that President Stickney would 
restore rates on an independent basis after 
the other lines officially settle up thetr dif- 
ferences. 

Chairman James V. Mahoney of the West- 
ern Trunk Line committee is credited with 
being a factor in the arrangements for 
settling the tariff rate war. He recently re- 
signed as tariff manager of the Pan-Amer- 
ican Exposition to take this place. The 
affairs of the organization are reported in a 
badly mixed up state and there lo a lot of 
work ahead straightening out matters. H. 
H. Courtwright, the former manager, owing

MEET TO STOP THE RATE WAR. 


Railroads in Central Traffic Association 
Are Represented at New York Gath- 
ering and Terms Outlined. 


New York, July 11.—{Special.]— 

tatives of about forty of the railroads in the 
Central Traffic association met in the rooms 
of the Trunk Line association in this city 
today to talk over the increasing demoral!- 
gation of freight rates on east-bound traffic 
and they resolved to use their influence to 
stop rate cutting. So important was today's 
meeting regarded that each road was repre- 
sented by its President or its chief traffic offi- 
cer. President M. E. Ingalls appeared for the 
Big Four system and President Joseph E. 
Ramsey for the Wabash. Each of these 
roads has been getting a large share of 
freight traffic lately and some of their com- 
petitors have been growing more and more 
suspicious, The Nickel Plate, which has also 
been accused of making freight contracts 
below the tariff, was represented by General 
Freight Agent Spriggs. President H. B. 
Ledyard represented the Michigan Central, 
President 8. M. Felton Jr. the Chicago and 
Alton, First Vice President H. James Me- 
Crea the Pennsylvania lines west of Pitts- 
burg, First Vice President Cumming the 
Erie railroad, Vice President Oscar G. Mur- 
ray the Baltimore and Ohio, and General 
Traffic Manager Grammar appeared for the 
Lake Shore. 
There were explicit individual denials of 
rate cutting from nearly every railroad com- 
pany and no admission of guilt from any 
source. A strong sentiment in favor of 
maintaining the regular tariff was mani- 
fested and it was tacitly agreed that each 
representative in the meeting would use his 
influence to keep east-bound freight vend 
uniform and stable. 

In consequence of changes in the freight: 
classifications all roads east of Chicago were 
to have advanced freight rates 20 to 80 per 
cent July 1 on certain articles. There was 
much opposition on the part of shippers to 
the enforcement of the new classification 
rules and some of the roads are said to have 
endeavored to placate old customers by 

eret concessions.
